Filipino rebels:continue coup attempt 

MANILA, Philippines — Rebel snipers fired on government troops Mon- 
day in the financial district as forces loyal to President Corazon Aquino 
prepared to move against holdouts in the bid to topple her administration. 

On Sunday, more than 600 rebels surrendered after government troops 
fought off a fierce assault on military headquarters at Camp Aguinaldo. 
Government officials said the battle dealt a fatal blow to the uprising. 

About 400 rebels also held the Mactan Air Base in Cebu, 350 miles south of 


Manila. But officials said they expected the Mactan rebels to surrender if the 

uprising in Manila is quelled.

“The P.E. building is the worst,” 
said Evans. “I have seen as many as 
eight lockers on each row unlocked.” 

O’Neal said because he grew up in 
the area, he knows the campus well. 
He sad he would find quiet places on 
campus without a lot of traffic but 
plenty of valuables. O’Neal cited the 
music rooms in the Harris Fine Arts 
Center and the less-traveled floors of 
the library as examples. 

The dorms also seemed to be a 
prime area for theft. Scott Gardner, 
18, a freshman, from Rochester, 
N.Y., majoring in political science, 
had his wallet and watch stolen from 
his dorm room as he slept. Gardner 
was taking a nap when his roommate 
stepped out for five minutes and left 
the door to the room ajar.

Richard Draper, a BYU religion 
professor, said BYU students are too 
naive. “This is generated by the im- 
age that BYU portrays. It is the 
Lord’s university, and it attracts 
good people, but there are people 
here who are not honest,” he said. 

“Students must be aware of this 
problem,” Draper said. “We would 
like to have a campus where everyone 
was honest, but students must take 
responsibility because thievery is def- 
initely practiced here.”

about theft, he said. 

BYU has 600 to 700 small thefts per 
year, said Evans. “Ifit were just stu- 
dents, and if we were all practicing 
our religion, then it would be zero, 
but that’s being unrealistic.” 

Of the people arrested for crimes on 
campus, about 65 percent are non- 
students. They are professional 
thieves like O’Neal, Evans said. 

He advised students not to leave 
books out, especially while taking 
tests in the testing center. 

“There are a big number of books 
stolen during ‘book buy back’ at the 
end of the semester. Students who 
get caught say they need the money 
to buy gas to get home with or to buy 
presents to take home to family and 
friends,” he said. 

“Keep your backpack in sight, or, 
even better, take it with you, * Evans 
said. 

Students who don’t want to lose 
their favorite study carrels in the li- 
brary will leave belongings there to 
save their places if they are gone for 
“just a few minutes,” he said. 

“They say ‘What’s the chance it will 
happen to me?’ Well, it usually hap- 
pens right when you really need those 
books, like the week before finals,” 
Evans said.

Though some students felt it is a 
negative aspect to be too trusting, 
others said it is good. 

“BYU students are too trusting, 
but it is worth it to trust people,” said 
David Hillam, 21, a sophomore, from 
Provo. “I don’t like to live in ‘fear, 
locking things up all the time and be- 
ing afraid of losing things.” 

Hillam said he usually does leave 
his belongs out, such as his books in 
the library. “I would rather lose 
things once in a while than be para- 
noid about things,” he said. “Occa- 


sionally people from the outside will . 


take advantage, but I think that’s 
pretty rare.’ 

To see how BYU would compare 
with another university in terms of 
honesty, the same unscientific experi- 
ment mentioned earlier was per- 
formed at the University of Utah. A 
wallet with $2.48 and no identification 
was left at various locations on the 
campus, all less than 50 yards from an 
information booth. Out of 50 stu- 
dents, all turned the wallet in. 

Thirty-two percent of the U of U 
students looked in the wallet; 68 per- 
cent chose not to. When students 
were asked whether they would keep 
the wallet if it contained $50 with no 
identification, 20 percent said they 
would keep it and 80 percent said they 
would turn it in. Four percent said 
they would be really tempted to keep 
it, but would still turn it in. 

"At the U of U, 32 percent of the 
students said they had had belongings 
stolen from them while going to 
school at the university, while sixty- 
eight percent said they had never had 
anything stolen from them at the U of 
U. Out of the 50 students asked, 30 
percent said they thought U of U stu- 
dents were too trusting; 70 percent 
said students were not too trusting. 

There are approximately 350 small 
thefts per year at the U of U, said Sgt.

Professor bases art exhibit on Handel’s ‘Messiah’

Anart exhibit entitled 
“Monotypes from Handel’s Messiah” 
featuring the talents of BYU profes- 
sor Peter Myer is on display in the 
Harris Fine Arts Center. The exhibit 
is composed of 53 monotypes based on 
German composer Handel’s oratorio 
“Messiah.” 

Myer composed the exhibit as a re- 
sult of his participation in the singing 
of “Messiah” last year with the Ralph 
Woodward Chorale Group. Myer de- 


scribes the experience as “profoundly 
moving” and says that as he sang cer- 
tain sections of “Messiah,” images ac- 
companying the music entered his 
mind. Those images are the basis of 
the exhibits’ theme. 

After his participation, Myer re- 
searched the origin of the “Messiah’ 
and discovered that Handel had writ- 
ten the oratorio in the space of 24 
days. Myer then set out to recreate 
the. “intense experience of creation 
which Handel must have felt in writ- 
ing Messiah” by translating it into an 
expression of art; 


Myer completed all 53 monotypes 
in 26 days. 

Myer initially intended to draft a 
series of lithographs, but decided in- 
stead to draft a set of monotypes. The 
monotype process is different in the 
fact that only a single, high quality 
print is produced from an original 
template, as opposed to the multiple 
prints which can be _ processed 
through lithography. 

As he created each monotype, 
Myer attempted 
“to be in tune with the spirit of both 
text and music.”

AIDS moved beyond the crisis 
stage in a few local areas, into epi- 
demic proportions and then to a na- 
tional catastrophe. 

First diagnosed in the ’80s, AIDS 
gained more media attention as the 
fatalities increased. Along with the 
increased media attention came more 
concerted medical efforts for a cure 
for what is now a wide spread disease 
that has claimed the lives of thou- 
sands and promises to kill more. 

The space shuttle Challenger ex- 
ploded 75 seconds after lift off on Jan. 
28, 1986, killing schoolteacher 
Christa McAuliffe and six NASA as- 
tronauts. 

The nation watched helplessly as 
the Challenger burst into a fiery ball 
of flame live on television. The 
tragedy reminded all of us that there 
are devastating dangers involved 
with space travel. After a three-year- 
layoff, space shuttles are once again 
in flight as NASA proclaimed a com- 
plete recovery with the program. 

In Poland, the decade began with a 
lot of unrest. In 1981, the Polish gov- 
ernment moved to establish martial 
law and jailed many of the country’s 
dissidents. Who would have pre- 
dicted the changes that have taken 
place in Eastern Europe since then? 

In August, Poland became the first 
Eastern Bloe country to elect a non- 
Communist government. In Novem- 
ber, Polish Solidarity leader and one 
time top dissident Lech Walesa ad- 
dressed the U.S. Congress. The once 
jailed Walesa visited the US as a con- 
curring hero. 

Today, democratic reforms in 
Poland are joined by other equally 
surprising reforms in Hast Germany 
and Hungary. At the beginning of the 
decade, few political analyst would 
have forecast an elimination of the 
iron curtain. 

The Czechoslovaks have now 
joined the avalanche of reform with 
huge demonstrations in Prague. 

Perestroika and glasnost have be- 
come household terms in the late ’80s. 

The new US- Soviet relations are a 
stark contrast to the relationship be- 
tween the two nations ten years ago. 
The face of global politics is in many 
ways completely new in the eyes of
